11.3% of personal income in- 


the eight Mountain States and 
11.1% for the United States as a 
whole. The state and local tax 
burden per capita, on the other 
hand, amounted to $963 in Utah, 
compared with $1,243 in the 
Mountain States and $1,216 in 
the U.S.
